On his de- 
half the demand 
was telegraphed to 
the league secre- 
tariat at Genera 
by Tacla Bawari- 
at, Ethiopian min- 
ister to France and 
delegate to the 
league. He insist- 
ed that the coun- 
cil proceed to the 
Emperor Halle examination of the 

Selassie situation under ar- 
ticle XV of the league covenant, 
Ethiopia invoking this article be- 
cause of the “threat to her inde- 
pendence from Italy.” 

British dispatches said Prime 
Minister Stanley Baldwin and lead- 
img members of his cabinet were 
believed to favor full league ac- 
tion, if other- nations agree, as a 
last resort to avert the threatened 
conflict. Diplomatic quarters in Lon- 
don heard that the British govern- 
ment probably would alter its pol- 
icy and permit export of arms to 
Ethiopia. The emperor’s new min- 
ister there, W. C. Martin, had a con- 
ference at the foreign office and 
came out smiling happily, but say- 
ing nothing. 

Previously Mr. Martin had admit- 
ted that Bthiopia was short not 
only of arms but also of money. 

“At the moment we have very lit- 
tle money,” he said. “I am doing 
all that is possible to raise loans 
in London, but thus far I have not 
met with u great measure of sue 
cess. 

Stories have been published that 
there are large secret funds avall- 
able and that Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie has a treasure hoard of gold 
and jewels, but that is wrong. I am 
over here to offer concessions for 
gold, copper, and oll in return for 
loans, but the London bankers with 
whom I have had discussions do 
not seem willing to part with their 
money. The attitude of the City of 
London men seems to be that iff 
Italy defeats Ethiopia it will not 
recognize concessions granted other 
countries by Ethiopia.” 


HAT wholly un-American proce- 

dure, the general strike, was 
tried out by organized labor in In- 
diana and the 67,000 inhabitants of 
Terre Haute were deprived of all 
food supplies. The local authorities 
of Vigo county called on the gover- 
nor for help and Mr. McNi 
promptly ordered 14 companies of 
the National Guard to the scene. 
Brig. Gen. Wray De Prez, in com- 
mand, promised the merchants who 
had been bullied into shutting their 
shops would be given protection, 
and said his first endeavor would 
de to restore the milk and ice serv- 
ice.

Thousands of years ago ice ana 
water from the Arctic ocean to the 
Baltic sea covered what is now Fin- 
land. Like the Hollander, the Finn 
bas for generations been capturing 
his country from the flood and with- 
out wars of treaties of peace is an- 
nexing every year vast territories of 
virgin ‘soil, as virgin as Venus rising 
from. the waves. .
